The probable date wh,en they 
left Apia ie the 23d, the date on which 
the steamer carrying the press dis- 
patches to Aukland sailed.

Apia, March 23, via Auckland, N. Z., 


March 30.—The troubles growing out of 
the election of a king of Samoa have 
taken a more serious turn and resulted 
in a bombardment of native villages 
along the shore toy the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia, Admiral Kauta 
commanding, and the British cruisers 
Porpoise and Royalist. The bombard- 
ment has continued Intermittently for 
eight days. Several villages have been 
burned, and there have been a number 
of casuaJD.es among the American and 
British stulors and marines. As yet it IB 
impossible to estimate the number of 
natives killed or injured. 
As Mataaia and his chiefs, constitut- 


lug the provisional government, con- 
tinued to defy the treaty after the ar- > 
rival of the Philadelphia, Admiral Kautz 
summoned-tbe various consuls and 
,.- 


naval • officers to a conference 01 
the Philadelphia, wnen* the whoit 
tion was carefully canvassed. The uv- 
shot was a resolution to dismiss the pro- 
visional government, and Admiral Kautz 
issued a proclamation calling upon Ma- 
taafa and his chiefs to return to their 
homes. 


Mataafa evacuated Mulinuu, the town 


he had made his headquarters, and went 
into the interior. 


Herr Rose, the German consul at Apia, 


issued a proclamation, supplementing 
the one he had issued several weeks be- 
fore, upholding the provisional govern- 
ment. As a result of this the Mataafana 
assembled in large force and hemmed In 
the town. 
,

The British cruiser Royalist brought 


the Malietoa prisoners from the islands 
to which they had been transferred by I 
the provisional government. 


The Americans then fortified Mulinuu, I 


where 2000 Malietoans took refuge. The 
rebels—the adherents of Mataafa—bar- 
ricaded the roads within the municipality 
and seized the British houses. 
[ 


An ultimatum was then sent to them 


ordering them to evacuate and threat- 
ening them, in the event of refusal, with ' 
a bombardment, to commence at 1 o'clock 
on the afternoon of March 15. 


This was ignored and the rebels com- 


menced an attack in the direction of the 
United States and British consulates 
about half an hour before the time fixed , 
for the bombardment 
| 


The Philadelphia, Porpoise and Royal- | 


1st opened fire upon the distant villages. 
There was great difficulty In locating the 
enemy, owing to the dense forest; but 
several short villages were seen in 
flames. 


A defective shell from the Philadel- 


phia exploded naer the American con- 
f-ulate and the marines outside narrowly 
escaped. A fragment struck the leg of a 
private, shattering it so badly as to 
necessitate amputation. Another frag, 
ment traversed the German consulate, 
smashing the crockery. The Germans 
then went on board the German cruiser 
Falke.

The bombardment continuing, the in- j

Many people are leaving Samoa, the 


captain of the Royalist urging them to 
go so as not 19 interfere with the mili- 
tary operations.

many boats.

Ing splendidly together; but tbert Is a 
bitter feeling against the Germans.

It is almost a certainty 
that inside of 90 days the industry will 


be owned by the syndicate.

The Foreigner* at Washington Think 


the Fighting at Manila a Very 


Serlons Thing. 


"Washington, March 30—Among the 


foreign attaches stationed at Wash- 
ington the fighting above Manila is 
followed with critical interests. They 
speak of i' 
rather serious terms. 


The prevau.ng view being that the in- 
surgents can keep up a long, har- 
rasslng running fight. One of the 
foreign representatives, who has seen 
long service in the far east, said 
casualties at 20 a day seem small but 
when they are long continued they 
reach discouraging proportions. Since 
the fighting of the insurgents began 
some of the foreign governments have 
arranged to send their military at- 
taches to Manila to observe the de- 
velopments. The Italian military ex- 
pert baa already left. 


The Disarmament Congress 


Since the disarmament congress Is 


going to meet at the Hague it is ex- 
pected the Netherlands government 
will issue invitations to the various' 
powers, offering the official courtesies 
of the capital. The selection of Paunce- 
fote as one of the British delegates, 
largely because of 
his

In 


engotiating the Onley and Pauncefote 
treaty, has led to the mention of 
Olney's name as the possible American 
delegate. The name of John Bassett 
Moore, assistant secretary of state un- 
der Day and a figure in the peace 
negotiations, came up through hip lit- 
erary contributions on the subject of 
disarmament. In case the continental 
powers select their foremost men. 
Great Britain it Is underwood, will 
likewise select from her former min- 
isters of foreign affairs and heads of 
cabinets. In that event Lord Rosebery 
will be Sir Julian's associate.

Doubt as to Time of Arrival. No Gen- 


eral Service Probable. 


The bodies of the Company M dead 


which arrived on the transport Crook 
are expected to reach Adams the last 
of this week, but nothing definite has 
been learned in Adams about the exact 
time of their arrival. Major Whipple 
is expected home tonight, when he 
will have all the information that Ad- 
ams people have been unable to get m 
regard to the bodies. 


There has been some discussion of a 


funeral service when the boilic-s ar- 
rive, but owing to the uncertainty of 
the time of arrival, and other cir- 
cumstances, it is not probable that 
there will be any general service. Al- 
ready there have been held memorial 
services for all the men, and when the 
bodies arrive they will be placed in 
the vault till they can be buried next 
spring. 
The services at the graves 


then will of course be military. 


The Cr.iok was announced to make 


its pier this morning, and then the 
work of unloading the bodies will go 
ahead rapidly. 


Word reached Captain Harris yester- 


day at the dock in Brooklyn that some 
of the caskets containing the dead 
were in a dangerous condition. After 
being exhumed they were necessarily 
exposed to a tropic sun for some time, 
and the noxious gases, released by re- 
newed decomposition, had caused sev- 
eral of them to swell. This, however, 
was not confirmed. 


There was the greatest care used in 


taking up the bodies. Two grave dig- 
gers were usually assigned to each 
grave. The digging was very slow, as 
the ground was hatd and dry, in strik- 
ing contrast to Its plasticity when the 
men were there last season. When the 
body was finally reached, there was 
but little found to reward friends for 
their efforts. The blanket coverings 
were removed and all flesh was found 
to have disappeared from the remains 
and nothing was left save the bones 
of the skeletons.

and the bones one by one carefully 
gathered up by the undertakers and 
placed upon It. The benes were in ne

Fifth infantry, describes in tbe New 
York Journal the work of the immune 
regiment in regenerating Santiago as 
follows : 


The regeneration of Santiago ia going 


on so awittly as to astonish the inhab- 
itants The fever has been stamped out, 
the Nanigos have been suppressed, and 
tbe American troops have proved them- 
selves as bnive in peace as in war. How 
the work bas been accomplished is a 
long etory. Every commander and regi- 
ment bas done its share toward bring- 
ing about the general result. If peace 
has its victories no less renowned than 
war, 
I feel certain that tbe officers and 


men of my command are entitled to the 
highest credit. 


Our camp lies on a beautiful site be- 


yond the city, overlooking the bay. As 
yon enter the romantic harbor and pass 
the Morro, where once Sampson and 
Scbley thundered day and nigbt, yon 


, can see it gleam a line of snowy white 


beyond the city to tbe right and above 
the walla of tents a tall flagpole, at 
whoae top tbe stars and stripes wave in 
the breeze from dawn to dusk. 


The regiment was organized from the 


10,000 immunes and received its train- 
ing in Columbus, Miss. It consisted of 
young men, fresh from fields, farms, of- 
fices and workshops, and in cne month 
and eight days was as well disciplined 
a body aa ever marched out of a camp. 
It left Columbus Aug. 6 and arrived at 
Santiago Aug. 12. It bad a bard siege 
at first. Though Toral had surrendered, 
the Spanish prisoners of war were there 
to be guarded, Nanigos were there to 
fight and vanquish, and, worse still, fe- 
ver. filth and disease were everywhere 
menacing health and life. 


At that time men and women, little 


children, soldiers and civilians, Span- 
iards and Americana were filling the 
hospitals and dying in bouses and on 
tbe open street. Tbe Fifth regiment 
was ordered to encamp a mile south of 
tbe city. It moved there, clearing a 
road part of the way, and on its arrival 
selected a site and prepared tbe ground 
for the establishment of its habitation. 
There was a lack of transportation and 
a scarcity of water, but tbe enthusiasm 
of the men overcame these and all other 
obstacles. They worked day and nigbt 
to make their new home comfortable, 
clean and healthful. 
The site was 


drained, all decaying matter disinfect- 
ed, and improved sinks constructed at 
proper points where tbe natnral drain- 
age of tbe soil would carry away any 
health destroying elements. A boiled 
water plant was erected which turned 
out three limes the amount of boiled 
water necessary for drinking purposes, 
and strict orders were issued prohibit- 
ing the nse of the springs and streams 
in tbe neighborhood. 


To prevent tbe danger arising from 


sleeping on tbe gronnd the men were 
directed to make beds, banks, ham- 
mocks or any contrivances which would 
answer the purpose. Some of these were 
very comical, consisting of barrel staves 
fastened together with ropes or of boxes 
nailed together to form a wooden bench. 
Nevertheless it was only a few days be- 
fore every man bad a bed raised three 
feet from tbe earth. While doing this 
onerous work tbe regiment furnished 
guards to protect government property 
and preserve order and performed other 
military duties. The men were taught 
to follow tbe example of the natives 
and to remain under cover aa far aa 
possible during tbe bet hours of tbe day 
and to have all tbeir food cooked before 
it was served on tbe mess tables. 


Thanks to these precautions and to 


tbe discipline which marked nearly ev- 
ery regiment in Santiago, there was no 
more sickness in the camp tban in a 
similar camp garrisoned by regulars at 
home Within a month the place was a 
model and was visited and admired not 
only by our own officers, but by foreign 
officers and troops of natives. It seemed 
to exert a good influence, because we 
noticed that many of the Cubans living 
in the neighborhood went to work on 
their own account and made similar 
improvements around tbeir own bouses 
and in tbe roads and streets near tbeir 
homes. Since that time the labor of the 
regiment baa become almost mechanical 
in its regularity and efficiency. The 
camp is still a model and tbe health of 
the men admirable. They have aided 
tbe people in closing np the pest boles 
of tbe city, in repaving the thorough- 
fares. in draining the roads and in re- 
moving the debris and rubbish which 
seem never to have been touched since 
the place was founded. It keeps perfect 
order in tbe neighborhood, and it bas 
bad no trouble whatever with either 
Spaniards or Cubans. 


I know of no finer example of a regi- 


ment of American volunteers making 
such a magnificent record in so brief a 
time. The organization of tbe immunes 
was an experiment, but its success 
shows that tbe idea was as wise aa any 
wbicb our generals ever put into execu- 
tion.

PLAN TO RULE COLONIES. 


Tarloiu Answers Received From 


Nuiabsr of Public School Pupils. 


Dr. George £, Dawson of tbe Bible 


Normal college baa classified answers 
received from 1,307 pupils of tbe pnblio 
schools of tbiS ciVy, given iu response to 
tbe question, "If yon bad |5, all yonr 
own, 
what would yon do with it?" 


Of those who passed in answers 669 


were boys and 638 were girls, tbeir ages 
ranging from 5 to 16. Tbe answers are 
grouped under nine general beads; 44 
per cent would deposit tbe money In a 
bank, 13.8 per cent would buy cloth- 
ing, 2.2 per cent woold bny something 
to eat, 15.3 per.'-cent would bny toys 
and otber means of amusement, 2.1 per 
cent wonld bay jewelry and finery, 
nine-tfeiitba of 1 percent wonld boy fire- 
arms, 1.7 per cent would spend for 
travel, 14 per cent would spend for oth- 
ers and 6 per cent wonld bny books, etc. 
It is interesting to note tbe large per 
cent wbo express a disposition to save. 
Dr. Dawsou attribntes tbis largely to 
tbe enggestability of tbe obildren. Tbe 
results in tbis respect resemble those 
obtained in otber fields of experiment 
While tbe children do not realize the 
full significance of saving, tbe idea baa 
been engrafted upon tbeir minds and is 
bound to have its influence. Tbe fact 
that tbis idea of saving bas been thus 
forcibly impressed ou tbe minds of so 
many is very siguiflcant ami gives us a 
hint of tbe immense influence of pnblio 
instruction. 


In noting the per cent of those wbo 


would buy clothing it should be remem- 
bered that many of tbe children were 
in urgent need of something better to 
wear. Those wbo voted for something 
to eat were mostly under 7 years of age. 
In tbe class wbo would prefer amuse- 
ments tbe girls usually expressed a 
wish for dolls and doll carriages while 
tbe boys mostly desired pigeons, rabbits 
or otber peta. In regard to travel, tbe 
figures show that as children grow old- 
er tbe desire to go out into tbe world 
increases rapidly, reaching its height at 
about the beginning of adolescence. Tbe 
desire shown by the boys for firearms is 
aa expression of tbe hunting instinct 
that awakens when tbey are 10 or 12. 
At that age boys like to £et bold of 
books of hunting and adventure. Tbe 
tendency to buy books increases steadily 
as tbe children grow older. This class 
numbers about twice as many girls as 
boys. Tbe class wbicb manifests a feeling 
of altruism also numbers more girl* 
tban boys, showing tbat tbe greater 
generosity of women is strikingly man- 
ifest even at an early age.—.Springfield 
Republican.

Autocratic GoveruueBt. 


Lord Brasaey, governor of Victoria, 


b» recently been accumulating data 
for » treatise or several treatises on tbe 
•elf governing colonies of Great Britain. 
When speaking of tbe matter in an in- 
terview recently, he took for his text 
tbe plan of government snggested by 
tbe press in tbe United States for Cuba 
gnd the Philippines. 


•'If I bad to insure success in respect 


to tbe maintenance of relations between 
a mother country and ber colonies," he 
said. "I wan Id insist that the mother 
country should not attempt to govern 
them. There should be a laisssz fa;re 
method, which is what prevails in a 
measure now, and which, in tbe case 
of Great Britain, is the secret of tha 
success of Bfrlf government. 


"If a country's sons go forth in the 


world to form new colonies, let them 
govern themselves. They were trained 
to good government, or should be. But 
this does not apply where an inferior 
race is to be governed, and Britain's 
success in that quarter ia due almost 
entirely to two facts: Her governors 
are able men, and bhe never enriches 
herself from the treasury of the conn- 
try governed. We have learned this 
lesson often, but emphatically, and once 
for all in the war with America. 


"In the case of Ameiica and Cuba 


and the Philippines, America must 
form a government on the lines of our 
crown colonies— an autocratic govern- 
ment — bnt no tribute must be laid on 
tbe subdued people. All revenues must 
be employed m the development of tbeir 
own resources. Let the governors be 
chosen from the ablest diplomats of the 
country, which is rich in great states- 
men. 
Let this plan be followed, and 


tbe Cubans and Filipinos will scon 
learn to bless tbe band that has chas- 
tened them. "—New York Heiald.

Charges 
When 
the 


Fighting; Beimn—Ardor of the Hem 
to Be !• the Battle—Car* of the Km- 
•my'a Womnded. 


The New York Snn's correspondent 


at Manila, writing under date of Feb. 8 
about the fighting near the city early 
in February, says: "Let UB go, too. 
captain!" 


"No orders, my boy." 
"Oh hang the orders! Those fellows 


are charging, and why can't we?" 


"Look at 'em run I Look at 'em run! 


Give it to them! Give it to them!" 


The men of Company E. First regi- 


ment of Colorado volunteers, stcod 
clear out of the bushes and even piled 
on top of the little natural mounds be- 
hind which they had been lying all 
night and from which they had been 
pumping Springfield lead nt flashes from 
icsnrgent rifles across the little rice 
valley. Even Captain Rucker forgot to 
shelter his ribs from the scratching, 
sinking Mansers, and rose straight up 
to witness the charge of the three com- 
panies to the left on blockhouse No. 5, 
the first charge of the Filipino-Ameri- 
can war, and the charge which scat- 
tered its enthusiasm, like fire in a hay- 
stack, down along the firing line of the 
Eighth army corps—the charge which 
bred charges and resulted in victory 
after victory against the insurgents 
throughout that eventful day. 


"Look there! Look there! There are 


a hundred of those black devils trying 
to cut off this way!" 


"First platoon, 
forward to 
the 


charge I" sang out Captain Rucker. 


There was a rush and scramble, and 


they were off. 
The captain devoted his 


energies to convincing the men of the 
second platoon tbat they did not belong 
to the first and that it was their duty 
to cover the advance with plenty of fire. 
The lucky men of the first platoon 
bounded like greyhounds toward the 
strongholds of the insnrgenta. Bullets 
from blockhouses on the right and left 
popped and chugged in the earth around 
them. 


The men of Companies B, E and L 


advanced by rushes, firing as they went 
and yelling like fiends. The tiny village 
of Balic-Balic stood in the way to,the 
somber blockhouse on the ridge. A rip- 
ping fire came from the windows of the 
ruined stone chapel and from the dense 
bnshes. Carlsen of Company L pitched 
beavily forward, shot through the head. 
Weaver of Company B, a moment later, 
dropped and grabbed his leg. Closer and 
closer they came to the very entrance of 
the lion's den, and another Company L 
man dropped, but his comrades bad 
seen two sombreros, which had been 
peeping for an instant aronnd a mound 
of earth, topple suspiciously over. 


Down from 
the right 
came the 


chargers of Company E. It was a three 
sided hell for the Filipinos. One by one 
they lost heart, dropped their gnns and 
broke for the blockhouse, 300 yards 
away. Not a Filipino from Balic-Balic 
ever got there. Like a pigeon released 
from the trap, one bounded with all bis 
barefooted energy for 20 feet and rolled 
over at the crack of half a dozen rifles. 
Another tried it and got a few feet far- 
ther. Another reached a shallow rice 
ridge. He poked tip his head to wriggle 
farther, and off went its top. 


It was desperate bravery which made 


the concealed sbarpsbooters bold out to 
tbe last, but they finally realized tbat 
their cnnse was lost and broke across 
tbe open like frightened sheep. Tbe 
Company E men were there to meet 
them, and tbe otber companies closed 
up so fast that there was for a moment 
danger of one United States soldier 
shooting another. Occasionally a Fili- 
pino wonld fall forward apparently 
dead, wait until be was fairly nnder 
the heels of tbe Americana and tben 
foolishly rise and attempt to gain safety. 
To sboot a roan at aix feet range witb 
a Springfield rifle is a hard thing to do, 
bnt the orders were to let no insurgent 
Jive, and off wonld go the whole side of 
bis bead, or be wonld fall witb a wound 
through bis abdomen large enough to 
drop a potato through. 


"Look out for those devils in tbe top 


of the blcckhonse," warned the men 
coming up on the left wbo perhaps bad 
lingered a little long to enjoy tbe rab- 
bit hunt at tbe village. "Why, these 
are our men, ye chump. Don't sboot at 
'em!" It was indeed a fact. The block- 
house had already been 'occupied and 
shots were ripping their way through 
tbe cupola at tbe very Filipinos wbo 
bad defended tbe place a few moments 
before. 


Tbe charge bad been a distinct suc- 


cess and bad been seen down along tbe 
line. And look! It is being imitated. 
A long wavering line of skirmishers is 
pitching and tumbling along np the 
bill into tbe very teeth of blockhouse 
No. 6. and as tbe men wbo charged No. 
5 rest on tbeir laurels for a moment 
and look oft toward tbe smoke and.early 
morning miet. a squad of men leap over 
the earthworks in front of tbe fort, find 
them empty, and dive on into the honse 
to shoot from there the scores of insur- 
genfat scattering in terror for tbe hill* 
Like wildfire the fun spread. Nebraska 
swarmed all around the strongest block- 
house on tbe line, saw it occupied and, 
proceeded to clean np a village near by. 


Sooth Dakota, on tbe left of Colorado, 


made an impetuous sweep for No. 4. 
wbicb bad been irritating them through- 
out tbe night and drove the Filipinos 
not only from it, hot ahnont a mile be- 
yond before the charge conld be stopped. 
A regular describee tbe Sontb Dakota 
charge as tbe most reckless and daring 
thing he ever saw. "Why, those fellow* 
do not know any better than to walk 
right into in enemy," nid be. He 
•poke tbe truth, for tbe volunteers, in 
the enthusiasm of the moment, discard- 
ed all tbe formalitiei of war, finch •• 
rnibing from one vantage point to an- 
other and lying down for • few iboti 
and daihcd «t tbe enemy from the open 
pretty much aa tigers do for their pray. 


The advance once started, it bad never 


bra stopped. Monamento were raited 
•t eaob point taken in tbe shape of a 
pillar of smoke. The successes on tbe 
line east of the city wen flnrt heralded 
la tbe bright morning air, and they 


along the entire line. VUl«g« 


after village and hot tfttt bat wa? 
burned to preclude trickery ij lurking 
foes. They burned all through the day 
While Companies I and D of tbe Colo 
rado regiment forged their WIT toward 


I tbe waterworks witb the Nebraska^ 
| during the day. the other companie- 
1 cleared tbe country In front of then 


and feathered breath for another grace, 
advance. 


The hospital corps consigned threi 


Colorado volunteers to tbe deadhouse ai 
the military hospital and took five uien 
in charge to nurse tbeir wounds. Bury 
ing details gathered np tbe bodies ol 
Filipinos wbicb lay about the rice pan 
tnrss in groups of twos aud threes 
Twenty-four were buried in one JOCK 
trench. Some one posted over the spot 
the placard, "Twenty-four Good Fill 
pinoa Lie Here." The wounded Fill 
piuos were left uncared for until tin- 


1 last white man bad been bandaged and 


placed at ease and then were carried to 
the tent ward of the First reserve hos- 
pital, where their countrymen from the 
city were impressed into the service of 
caring for them. 


It has been a volunteers' battle up to 


date. Tbe regulars at Manila have 
awarded the palm to the boys who do 
not go to war for the money there is in 
it. They admit that wild advances. 
•neb as were made on Sunday, Feb. 5, 
against the insurgents, conld have been 
performed only by volunteers. The vol- 
unteers have been assigned to about ev- 
ery place in the long firing line about 
Manila except one, and that was occu- 
pied by tbe Fourteenth infantry, which 
did some of the hardest fighting of the 
engagements. The volunteers charged 
like veterans and mingled the rattle of 
their bullets with the yelV> of Indians. 


A solemn, chilly fear has begun to 


creep ever the regulars, and they are 
openly making the complaint that tbe 
Filipino-American war is going to be 
waged with tbem in the background. 
This has been the spirit of tbe war 
np to the present. Special duty men 
have clamored to be. relieved of their 
assignment to commissary ami quarter- 
master's departments, and members of 
the provost police when off duty for a 
time have taken chances and run away 
to go out and do some gunning for in- 
surgents. 


Fifty men. sick men at that, took 


French leave from the First reserve hos- 
pital and went to battle. Four came 
back wounded, and some got entirely 
well on the excitement. All had been 
Buffering from fever and dysentery and 
other climatic troubles. They were out 
of bed and sitting around when tbe fir- 
ing began on the night of Feb. 4. They 
got leave to step out into tbe road to see 
what was going on, and some of them 
forgot all about tbeir allegiance to tbe 
hospital. By some mysterious means 
they provided themselves witb grins, 
one at a time, and went on their sepa- 
rate private filibustering expeditious, 
usually swinging in witb some company 
passing by for tbe front. 


A member of the Third artillery on 


duty at the Manila postoffice obtained a 
short leave of absence on Sunday morn- 
ing, and when • he returned he set his 
fellow clerks wild with envy by beast- 
ing tbat he had obtained ten allots at 
tbe insurgents. At an Oregon company 
retreat roll call in barracks one evening 
nearly half a company was absent. 
"Went out to get some shots." was the 
excuse they gave on return. This prob- 
ably instigated tbe order given by Gen- 
eral MacArthnr to all commanding offi- 
cers to arrest men from other regiments 
found witb tbeir commands. The mem- 
bers of the Tennessee regiment, after 
the death of Colonel Smith, were re- 
strained with difficulty from tnshing 
headlong into the midst of the Filipino 
region for the purpose of holding a few 
riots to revenge the death of their lead- 
er. 


Tbe Americans have been wonder- 


fully considerate toward tbe Filipinos, 
considering the circumstances. 
Tbe 


system followed with the Filipino dead 
usually consists of digging a long, deep 
trench and dragging the bodies in, to 
be covered up witb a thick layer of 
dirt. The wounded Filipinos, gathered 
np offer the Americans have received 
proper attention, have been taken to 
tbe hospital and placed in tents. A de- 
tail "of hospital corps men is continually 
busy scouring tbe streets of Manila, for 
natives to nurse their wounded coun- 
trymen. From the street cars, private 
houses and shops they are impressed. 
At present there are 160 Filipino pa- 
tients. When the manager of tbe Fili- 
pino ward considers that it is time for 
his helpers to have a meal, he discharges 
tbem and takes on a fresh crew. They 
all work willingly, and not one tries to 
escape for fear of being shot by the 
guards who surround tbe place. Each 
wounded insurgent has a slip of paper 
pinned to his clothing on wfctch is de- 
scribed the extent of his injuries as 
diagnosed by the surgeons. There are 
splintered shoulders, broken legs, shat- 
tered arms and perforated lungs, all 
nicely dressed by skilled bands, and the 
patients are left in charge of the im- 
pressed nurses. 


In the Filipino ward "roucho amigo" 


is commonly heard. Savage warriors, 
wbo blazed fiercely at tbe Americans 
witb tbeir rifles, are heartily so-ry they 
did so. The kind treatment at'the hos- 
pital has touched their hearts. Through 
interpreters the various stories of the 
men have been given out Tbe majority 
of them admit that they fully expected 
to be cut to pieces the moment the 
Americans raptured tbem. They nevei 
dreamed of having their wounds dressed 
for them by an enemy.

WAKE ISLAND. 


Commander Tanialg; Describes Our 


IN>TT Possession In tbe Pacific. 
Commander Tanssig of the Benning- 


ton describes Wake island, in the Pa- 
cific, which was recently taken posses- 
sion of in the name of tbe United 
States by him, as follows: 


"The iekjd was more heavily wood- 


ed than was shown in tbe chart Patches 
of grass were growing on the lagoon 
side of the western islet, and the shrub- 
bery afforded nesting places for the 
many sea fowl. Fish were plentiful in 
the lagoon, and there was a swift car- 
rent running out of the southern pas- 
sage. The lagoon on the south side was 
shoal, but on the north side there was 
a long strip of deep blue water extend- 
ing nearly its whole length. Outside of 
the lagoon many sharks were seen 


! crowding around oar boats and aronnd 


the ships. 


"Bad I been able to have found an 


anchorage I would have remained in 
'this vicinity for two or three days to 
reconnoiter more thoroughly the island 
and to take astronomical and magnetic 
observations; but, having carried out 
the orders of the department in regard 
to tbe island and deeming it necessary 
to save as much coal as possible, I took 
my departure at 5 :86 p. m. for Guam. 


"During the afternoon tlin navigator, 


Ensign Campbell, was endeavoring to 
find a possible anchorage on some light 
patches of water to the westward of 
the outlet. He found SO fathoms coral 
bottom and one patch about 300 yards 
from the reef wall, bnt it looked too 
close to the breakers to be used. Tbe 
white bottom could be seen on patches 
where soundings of 20 fathoms were 
obtained close in to the breakers. "—

Public intereference with schools is a 
delicate matter. 
It is only when 


•choolB are notoriously inefficient that 
•uch interference is warranted 
and 


useful. The right way to take a hand 
In school matters is to insist on the 
beat t superintendency possible and 
otherwise to keeps hands off. It would 
be just as logical and useful to hire a 
minister to preach sermons written by 
his congregation as it would be to en- 
sage school officials and teachers to 
teach the science adopted by the com- 
munity by the community's method. 


There is room in every community 


for an organization to encourage co- 
operation between the home and the 
school. No more valuable work-"could ', 
be done unless the encouragement of 
proper relations between the homes 
and the school teachers. The school 
teacher is a very much neglected 
quantity most everywhere and notice- 
ably so here in'North Adams. If there 
is any public servant to whom the 
doors of the best homes should swing , 
inward on the easiest hinges it is the { 
school teacher. She ia chosen for the 
work because of her moral and mental 
fitness and if she is competent to in- 
struct and develop a community's 
children she is fit to enter the com- 
munity's homes. In most cases she 
comes to our schools a stranger to our , 
people and is allowed to remain a 
stranger. The only recognition given 
her for her services is the dollars and 
cents one that comes from the public I 
treasury. What devotion to duty must! 
sustain her if she pours out the best of 
herself upon the children of those who 
seem to care nothing for her and pay 
her as they pay their ^ washerwoman. 
But she understands. In one instance 
the sins of the fathers are not visited 
upon the children.

It seems that the republican state 


committee has been misrepresented in 
the civil service repeal matter. Clerk 
Reynolds emphatically says the com- 
mittee never passed a resolution de- 
nouncing the present law, nor did any 
member of the committee express 
himself in favor of repealing the law. 
Mr. Reynolds admits the matter was 
discussed and says: "But the question 
was how so to amend it that the best 
men could get appointment.

The town of Manchester is making 


one of those peculiar exhibitions in re- 
lation to the liquor traffic which are 
quite common to no-license communi- 
ties where the margin of votes, either 
"yes" or "no," is small. At the annual 
election, there was a majority of 
only 65 for no-license. Then an article 
appropriating $500 for the enforcement 
of the law was adopted, only to be re- 
considered at an adjourned meeting. 
In the division which followed recon- 
sideration, a majorjty of 110. out of a. 
total vote of 190, was recorded against 
the appropriation for the purpose in- 
dicated. To paraphrase the familiar 
saying, Manchester seems to be in 
favor of prohibition, but "agin" its en- 
forcement.—Salem News. 


Manchester was wise in rejecting the 


special 
enforcement 
appropriation. 


Such an appropriation is equivalent to 
an expression of distrust in the officers 
of the town. The town of Williams- 
town once tried that plan and it did 
not work satisfactory. A town should 
be officered so that its law will be 
properly enforced. 
If special appro- 


priations are needed a new police 
force is in order. 


The decision made by Judge Richard- 


son in the Newton case puts a good 
deal of emphasis upon certain pro- 
visions of modern city, charters like 
that of Cambridge, which differ radic- 
ally from old charters. Formerly the 
committees of the city government had 
executive powers, made contracts, etc. 
Under the later charters this power is 
taken entirely from committees of the 
city council and given to the mayor 
and his heads of departments. The 
mayor of Newton consulted one of the 
city council committees as to the 
awarding of a contract, and agreed to 
follow their decision. The court issued 
an injunction restraining him 
f-,om 


doing this, on the ground that the 
charter forbids any aldermen to take 
any part, directly 
or indirectly, in 


making contracts. 
"We do not recall 


any judicial decision upon this ques- 
tion before. It is in line with the 
strictest 
construction 
of 
modern 


charters, and will tend to educate the 
people to the radical departure from 
old methods. The Cambridge mayors 
and city councils have understood 
these things very well, from the first, 
but there is still a 
longing, among 


some of the members, for the old 
days when aldermen and councllmen 
had 
administrative 
functions—Cam- 


bridge Chronicle.

the State Has Done.

Boston, March SO.—The annual dinner 


I of the members of the Massachusetts 


legislature at the Vendome last nlgrht 
was not very well attended, but prolific 
of a number of eloquent and witty 
speeches. 


The legislature had as guests Governor 


Wolcott, Lieutenant Governor Crane and 
Senator Hoar, and all three made ad- 
dresses, that of Senator Hoar being the 
principal one of the evening. The re- 
markfi of the different members of both 


I branches were replete with sharp sallies 
' of a personal nature, which were much 


enjoyed. 


1 
President Smith of the senate presided, 


and after a few words introduced Gov- 
ernor Wolcott, who was warmly greeted. 
Owing to his recent illness he spoke 
briefly, referring in a humorous vein to 
the recent act of the legislature in over- 
ruling his veto of a bill abolishing days 
of grace on drafts. 


The remarks of Lieutenant Governor 


Crane were also short, expressing mere- 
ly his appreciation of the honor and the 
hope that the session this year would be 
a profitable one. 


The Introduction of Senator Hoar 


called forth unbounded applause, and it 
was some minutes befoie he was allowed 
to begin hia remarks. He spoke in part 
ax follows-: 


The commonwealth, through the action 


of your predecessors, has four times 
elected me to a seat In the senate of the 
United States. No man can be more 
sensible than I am how imperfectly the 
duties of that great office have been per- 
formed. I have at least the consolation 
of knowing that I have done my beet— 
I have at least the consolation of know-- 
ing that my service to Massachusetts has 
been not of my seeking, but of her seek- 
ing. 


The Massachusetts hou^e of repreeen'- 


tatlves is, I believe, the oldest legislative 
chamber representing a free people on 
the face of the earth, with the single ex- 
ception of the English house of com- 
mons. I spent an evening not long ago 
with the late Lord HerschelL I was 
much impressed with his intimate 
knowledge of what Massachusetts had 
done in the direction of civil and politi- 
cal administration, and with his admis- 
sion of how much be bad learned from 
her. 


Yet, after all her accomplishments in 


the arts and the walks of peace, the his- 
tory of Massachusetts from the settle- 
ment in the forest unto this hour has 
been largely a. military history. Her 
soldiers have been famous on land and 
her sailors have !been famous on the sea. 
Throughout this whole war the history 
of Massachusetts has been a tale oi 
glory, and what is better than a tale cJ 
glory, from his excellency, the comman~ 
der-in-chief of her own troops, from the 
brave and able and honest general m 
command of the armies of the United 
States, down to the humblest common 
soldier and common sailor her story has 
been a story of duty well and faithfully 
performed. 


The key to the whole history and the 


whole power of Massachusetts is in hei 
respect for the value of individual life, 
for the right of the individual citizen and 
the sanctity of the individual soul. 


A letter from Senator Lodge was then 


read. In ^ hlch he regretted his inability 
to be present. He wrote, however, that 
In the deciding of great questions in the 
senate he acted upon the deepest con- 
viction of right and duty, and had always 
tried fitly to represent the principles of 
the Republican party, and of the tradi- 
tion* of Massachusetts. Continuing, he 
asserted that in ths rreat m&venffent of 
the time, th4 country has entered upon 
a new stage of national development, 
presenting new problems for solution. 
"I looSc forward hopefully," he said 1n 
closing, "to the future, and believe that 
the civilization we have built Is strong 
and fully able to pass victoriously 
through the trials of the days to come." 


Speaker Bates was also warmly re- 


ceived and made a speech, reviewing the 
work of the legislature and pointing out 
that the present one is somewhat behind 
that of 1898 In bills enacted and killed. 


Among the other speakers were Sena- 


tors Dalllnger of Cambridge, Moran of 
Fal! River and Representative Mel 1 en 
of Worcester.

nifleance. Just what this great 
Wicawberlike 
kingdom 
will 


have to say about such an operation la 
never considered. To wait for things to 
turn tip has been the political religion of 
China from time immemorial, and to- 
day it is the United States, with her 
new possessions in the orient, who is 
more concerned about this so called 
partition than is China herself. 


At the time when the crumbling Ko- 


man empire was dying of dry rot it was 
known that In the faraway east lay a 
great kingdom so enveloped in mystery 
and «o secure in ita strength that no 
imperial Csesar dared even dream of its 
conquest. 


Adventurous travelers vanished into 


the darkness of that mysterious east, 
and at times faint reports came back to 
Europe telling of the wonders of 
Chunghwa, 
the 
Flowery 
.Kingdom, 


whose kings were descended from gods 
and whose civilization was called no 
less than 5,000 7ears old. 


From the day of these first traditions 


to just one century ago the world's 
knowledge of Cathay was a fixed quan- 
tity. Not only was it fixed: it was in- 
finitesimal. Then English missionaries, 
the first to cros* the borders of the Ce- 
lestial empire, invaded this terra in- 
cognita, and In 1793 the British received 
official permission to touch on It* hem 
and carry on trade with the ports of 
China. Three years later Russia sued 
for a like privilege, but the petition was 
refused by the great Kten Lung. From 
that time until 1834 all trade between 
Europe and China was in the hands of 
the British East India company. Then 
came the "opium war" and the intru- 
sion of France just at the time when 
the Bussian bear was poking a tenta- 
tive but determined paw Into Manchu- 
ria.Since then strange changes have tak- 
en place, but it was not until audacious 
little Japan, at the battle of the Talu, 
tore the dragon mask from the un- 
known face of China that a quiescent 
Europe knew the actual weakness of 
that great empire of the or nt which 
lay ready to be carved up and passed 
around to the powers. 


But, notwithstanding the fact that the 


"partition of China" has become a very 
common phrase to our end "of the cen- 
tury ears, the kingdom of the great 
dragon has not yet been divided. Eu- 
rope, with Its collective mouth watering 
for eastern territory and with an appe- 
tite pungently sharpened by thoughts 
of "spheres of influence," has in some 
mysterious manner discovered that a 
nation cannot be cut up offhand and 
passed anound like pieces of cold pie. 
One nation jealously watches the other, 
vrliile neither dares act, and in the 
meantime China herself goes on her 
heathen way rejoicing. 


New Interest, however, now attache* 


to the eastern question from the fact 
that Italy has taken a hartB in the mat- 
ter, and the complications which have 
followed that venture have forced sev- 
eral of the powers to show their hand. 
In 'making her demand for a sphere of 
influence it seems that'Italy has the 
support of France, Germany and Rus- 
sia and what might be called the diplo* 
matic opposition of the United States 
and England, The attitude assumed by 
the different powers interested in this 
question is important, in so far as it 
signifies the "eastern" policy of each 
country involved. England has never 
longed for the carving up of China. In 
fact, her policy has been one of direct 
opposition to such action. The nation 
that Napoleon dubbed "sbopk«eping" 
merely wants to go on doing business at 
the old stand. "I ear* not who builds a 
country's laws," say* th* Britisher, "so 
long as I can build her railways." 


All that England ask* of the east Is 


th* privilege of carrying on her trade 
under conditions equal with those of ev- 
ery other nation. This attitude, of 
course, our own country indorses, and 
all that the United States is claiming 
at the present moment is the right of 
carrying on business with John China- 
man unmolested by native or foreign 
interference. 
But the chances for the 


preservation of the "Hermit Empire" 
grow more and more remote, and it is 
not extremely Improbable that the par- 
, tition of China will take place even 
against the wish of united Anglo-Sax- 
ondom. Russia, In her rapacity and 
greed for oriental territory, has "held 
sacred no promise and has avoided no 
international duplicity if. by strategy or 
dissimulation she has seen her way to- 
ward acquiring an additional inch of 
coveted transural territory. The Asi- 
atic provinces she already held were 
cold and sterile, but just to the south 
of them was a rich region that was well 
worth a risk or two to acquire. It wae 
from dreams of such southern migra- 
tion that was evolved the idea of the 
colossal Transstberian railway. That 
railway was to start at St. Petersburg 
itself, pushing on through the desolate 
eaet, skirting the northern border of 
China and rounding the curve down to 
the Pacific port of Vladivostok. This 
poft, it IB true, Is closed during seven 
months of th* year, but farther down 
the L*lo-Tong peninsula lies the long 
coveted Port Arthur, the goal of the 
greater Russia. 


When China and Japan became en- 


gaged in their struggle for supremacy, 
that one aided conflict was watched 
clocely and anxiously by the powers 
that be. At that time Russia had al- 
ready extended her dominions from the 
Ural mountains to the Pacific ocean 
an! wo* reaching down dangerously 
near to Peking. 
Great Britain, . in- 


trenched In her Indian empire, watch- 
ed the struggle from the west and 
couth, not unwilling to move a little to- 
ward th* northeast should the preser- 
vation of the balance of power demand 
•ny such action. Eastward of th* Eng- 
Bah possession* wa* Cochin China, al- 


ready in 
the hands of 
wrmatiuilod 


France. 
Outside of the Asiu'.c circ-p 


watched Germany, waiting for tiie op- 
portune murder of a missionary or two 
as an excuse for landing her marines. 


It was no matter of diplomatic s-ur- 


prise, then, that the Russian 
bt-ar 


should pounce down upon Port Arthur 
as soon as that war was over and that 
the English lion should follow by 
springing on Wei-Hai-Wel. Then th? 
German emperor seized on his murder- 
ed missionaries as a heaven sent excuse 
for occupying Kaio-Chau, which prac- 
tically means that Germany will surue 
day put up a claim for the central sone 
of Chinu. 


Such was the beginning of the end. 


So far Russia has had a decided advan- 
tage, but she has won it at tha price ot 
the deep seated resentment and distiiii-v 
of England, whom she directly and in- 
directly deceived in her abrogation ci 
diplomatic and treaty promises. Theie 
has indeed been an element of deep 
mystery in all Russia's late moves in 
the land of flowers. So far It has never 
been officially announced that Russia 
obtained any cession of territory by Ber 
recent secret treaty with China. In-

A LOSS 
TO LOCAL HOSPITAL, 


Miss Daniels and Miss Pinkerton De- 


cide to go to Holyoke. 


The resignations of Miss M. L. 


Daniels, s'upprintendent of the hospital, 
and Miss E. P. Finkerton, assistant 
superintendent, will be handed to the 
board of control to be acted on at its 
adjourned meeting Saturday. It was 
announced some days ago that Miss 
Daniels had been called to the hospital 
in Holyoke, and she has decided to 
accept the offer. 
Miss Daniels will 


have the same position at the Holyoke 
hospital that she has held here, and 
Miss Finkerton will go as her as- 
sistant. 


Their leaving will be a loss to the 


hospital here that will be hard to re- 
place, and the city will regret ex- 
ceedingly the fact that they thought 
it best to accept. 
Miss Daniels has 


been with the hospital here for toe last 
three years and flve months, the last 
year and five months as superinten- 
dent. Miss Pinkerton has been here 
for about two years. 
Both are graduates of the Johns Hop- 
kins school for nurses in Baltimore, 
and their work here has •'been remark- 
ably efficient. The hospital in Holyoke 
to which they go is about twice the 
Fize of the one in this city. 


Miss Daniels felt that it was best 


to accept on account of the amount of 
work which was necessary here, and 
which she was not able to stand. At 
Holyoke the hospital has a house 
physician, which relieves the super- 
intendent of much which here she is 
called upon to do. 


They will not leave this hospital 


for some weeks, however, having as- 
sured the board of control that they 
will not go until their successors have 
been secured.

Finino'tl Paper on Fitjhburg Road 


Rumri and Advancing Stock. 


The Boston Financial Newt has the 


following of interest In the Fitchburg 
rumor line: 


One of the most prominent feature* 


of the local stock market during the 
past two weeks has been the very 
steady buying of Fitchburg preferred 
stock and its advance to 123. For the 
first time in many months there has 
also been some buying of the common 
stock in the open market, about 500 
shares having been sold this week at 
25. Of this stock $5,000,000 worth is 
held by the state, and it is reported 
that an offer of $20 a share has been 
made for it. 


There has been a tendency to account 


for this rise in the market value of 
the preferred stock on the ground that 
the road is in some way connected with 
a mysterious deal involving the Cen- 
tral Massachusetts, and also that the 
Vanderbilts purpose to obtain control 
of the road. It 4s not necessary to 
evolve any complex theory to account 
for the demand that has sprung up for 
this stock. 
In 
the first place, the 


Fitchburg has always been rated as 
one 
of 
the second-class Vanderbilt 


roads ar.d that estate is represented 
not only by ownership of stock, but on 
the directorate. Just how the Infu- 
sion of any more ' Vanderbilt control" 
will change existing conditions it is 
difficult to understand. 


The fact of the matter is, Fitchburg 


preferred has advanced to Its present 
market level on its merits, and the re- 
port of the state directors to the gov- 
ernor fully outlined the basis for the 
advance. The report referred to the 
road's mangement as conservative and 
progressive. The physical condition of 
the road has been greatly improved 
and its traffic Is increasing. It has "be- 
come the largest and most important 
feeder of the commerce of the port of 
Boston." Improvements in the ter- 
minals at Boston will help to Increase 
"the tide of travel and the movement 
of merchandise to and from the port 
of Boston." The Fitchburg 
manage- 


ment is likejy to develop the many 
capabilities of the property "and in 
still larger degree aid in swelling the 
volume and Importance of 
Boston's 


foreign trade." In like manner "w'th 
a larger freight movement from in- 
terior points, greater facilities will 
necessarily be placed at the service of 
Boston merchants for cheap and regu- 
lar delivery of merchandise to western 
and southern markets." And It is cal- 
culated that the value of real estate in 
the city and vicinity "Is enhanced by 
every additional ton of merchandise 
moved into or out of the port of Bos- 
ton."

A very large number of foreign let- 


ters are sent out from the local post 
office, and a con 
t that comes from 


the recipients, a- ' '.lorted In a 'recent 
notice received at the local post office 
from Washington, is- of much interest. 
This Is that large numbers of letters 
are sent out with Insufficient postage. 
As double the amount of the deficient 
postage is required to be collected on 


i the delivery of short-paid letters to 


foreign countries, the recipients often 
refuse to take them from the office, 


i and they are ^returned to the dead let- 


ter office in this country. 


The British post office recently In- 


I vestigated this matter and tound that 


on an average one letter in every 25 
sent from this country is insufficiently 
stamped, a remarkable proportion com- 
pared with the record of letters sent to 


j England from other countries. 


One cause for this frequent short- 


| payment is probably the fact that in 
! domestic postage the unit of weight for 
! a letter Is an ounce, while for foreign 


I mails the unit is half an ounce. A good 


deal of trouble both for one's self and 
one's friends may be saved by bearing 
this fact in mind.

When an accident 
takes place and all the details are 
learned and the blame placed, a bulle- 
tin is issued explaining 
the 
causes 


and in what way the negligence of 
certain employes contributfd to the ac- , 
cident.' Names are not, as a rule, men- 
tioned, except where a commendatory 
word can be said. These notices are 
sent to the various engine-houses and 
conductors' rooms at the larger sta- 
tions and posted, "that he who runs 
may read." Employes are thus able 
to learn the results of investigations 
of accidents, see for what causes men 
are disciplined, and reminded to be 
vigilant when on duty. General Su- 
perintendent Robeson of Springfield in- ' 
troduced the idpa on the Boston and , 
Albany, and the bulletins are Issued 
from his office.
